May 17, 2016

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, May 17", 2016, with Tom Broeker, Bob Beck and Jim Cary present.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.

Meet with Department Heads: County Engineer Brian Carter discussed a court case in Davis County
regarding the open meetings law. He also reported that crews are ditching and hauling rock. By next week, there
will be some new asphalt on Highway 99. Pleasant Grove Road will be open by the end of this week. Conservation
Director Chris Lee reported that 850 people attended the Youth Jamboree on Saturday even though it was a very
chilly day. Last year about 1,000 people attended. Conservation is offering a deal on camping at Big Hollow. Stay
Friday and Saturday nights and get a voucher for a third night at another time. The Critter Catch at Starr’s Cave is
also being planned. Christa Poggemiller, Director of Local Health, reported several meetings on Emergency
Preparedness to be held in June. County Attorney Amy Beavers thanked Maintenance Supervisor Rodney Bliesener
for installing a projector screen in the District Courtroom for the trial that was held last week.

During correspondence, Broeker asked Carter’s opinion on allowing ATV’s on county roads. Lee County
is beginning the process of passing an ordinance allowing it. Carter is not in favor. He would prefer the State pass a
law, making standard rules for every county. Carter stated that ATV’s are top heavy and not built to run on gravel
roads. They also wouldn’t be any protection in a crash with a motor vehicle.

Accounts Payable Claims in the amount of $350,298.07 were approved upon motion by Cary. Seconded by
Beck.

Marcy Murphy with Southeast lowa Case Management Services presented their 28E agreement for Case
Management Services for FY2017. Murphy stated that there were no changes in the agreement other than updating
the year. Beck moved to approve. Seconded by Cary.

The County Engineer reported on bids that were opened last week. Jones Contracting Corporation of West
Point, lowa, was the low bidder on PCC patching at the intersection of Flint Bottom Road and North Gear Avenue.
Carter added that the intersection might be closed during harvest time this fall.

Upon motion by Cary, a Resolution to revise the County’s 2016 Five Year Road Program was approved.
Second by Beck.
